The Forest Service and the War 


Mr. Potter returned November 5 from a month's field trip, 
undertaken primarily to acquaint himself with the effects of war con- 
ditions on the Districts. In general, he found the work well in hand 
and the Forest Service organization shaking down into shape again. 
While the drain of men has been heavy and the readjustment problems 
Biffieult, the work has not so far been materially curtailed, bub ve 
more men are drawn from the force the lack of available men to re- 
place them will create a Situation which will be very hard:to meet. 
The labor troubles in the Northwest are hampering materially the tim- 
ber-sale business, and the severe drouth in the Southwest is erecating 
a Serious livestock situation. Both have an important relation to 
the country's war problems. 

The ambulance fund has reached a total of $3,545. The prin- 
Cipal disbursements have been: For ambulances and kitchen trailers, 
$2,836.39, and for wool, $553.05, of which $234 has gone for wool 
Shipped to the 6 Western Districts for knitting. 

A Woman's Committee for the Tenth and Twentieth Enginecrs 
(Forest) has becn organized with Mrs. Graves as chairman. It is ex- 
pected that the-comforts and welfare work for the Forest Regiments 
will from now on center in this committee. Auxiliary groups in the 
Districts have been suggested. 

Mrs. Houston, the wife of Secretary Houston, has called a 
meeting of women employees and wives of men employees of the Depart - 
ment, to organize voluntary war work on the most comprehensive basis. 

A Christmas gift from the Washington office of the Forest 
Service to the Tenth Engineers was got off November 14, comprising 
126 knitted garments of which 94 were sweaters, 164 bags of Bull Dur- 
ham, 75 cans and 18 packages of other smoking tobacco, 2,500 ciga- 
rettes, and miscellaneous articles. 

The first two battalions of the 20th Engineers were reviewed 
by the Secretary of War on November 10, in anticipation of their early 
departure. They were a fine, husky-looking lot, who had plainly 
caught the spirit of military discipline and were ready. 

The officers include no Forest Service men but are mostly 
lumbermien and engineers from the training camps. With the large num- 
eber of technical foresters in the Tenth, it was thought best to even 


up by giving preference to lumbermen, adjustments between units to bs 


Made in Prance if found advisable. It is uncertain what propertion 
of technical foresters will be commissioned in future battalions. 
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The use of supplementary service battalions made up of 
Skilled workers will with proper direction, it is believed, make it 
possible to diminish the drain upon the lumber industry, which is 
already short of men. | 

The demand for aeroplane stock has created a Spruce émer- 
geney on the Pacific Coast which may necessitate the use of forest 
battalions there. If so, both Forest Service men and lumbermen will 
be needed as officers. The Forest Service has been in conference 
with the Signal Corps and has suggested the use of some of the men 
recommended. for the Twentieth. 

Everything emphasizes the wisdom of keeping the Service 
organization intact to meet these constant and unexpected demands. 

The Signal Corys has asked for assistance in the prepara- 
tion of purchase specifications for propeller woods. The primary 
object is to reduce handling through a right selection at the source 
of supply. To give this assistance Mr. J. A. Newlin of the Forest 
Products Laboratory recently spent a few days in Washington. 

The Forest Products Laboratory of the Forest Service, upon 
the request of the American Bureau of Shipping, is now revising the 
rules of the Bureau governing the use of wood in ships. The Bureau 
of Shipping is an organization representing shipbuilders, ship own- 
crs, and marine insurance companies, like the Lloyd's Agency in Eng- 
land. Its classification of ships governs the rating on which in- 
Surance depends: hence its rules have a very important influence in 
all Shipbuilding in the United States. The present building program 
of the Emergency Flect Corporation is governed by the rules of the 
Bureau practically in the same way as is construction for private 
corporations. The Forest Service will therefore exercise an impor+ 
tant influence upon the technique of the emergency construction. 

Representatives of the Service consulted with the Naval 
Constructor in charge of the Navy Yard at Philadelphia regarding the 
design ff four kilns under construction on the principles worked out 
With the Forest Products Laboratory. They also discussed the proper 
methods of storing lumber kiln-dried for use in airplanes, inspected 
a Shipment of Sitka spruce to be used in hydro-airplane and flying 
boat construction, and gave some assistance in the matter of speci- 
fications for veneered material to be used in pontoon construction. 

The Geological Survey has made informal inquiry as to what 
supply of men and instruments the Forest Service might be able to 
furnish them for use in topographic survey work for the War Depart- 
ment. A survey of our resources is being undertaken. 

Mr. Bentley has received his commission as Captain in the 
Quartermaster's Corps, and becn called to duty. His position as 
Chief of Maintenance is being filled by Mr. Shannon. 


some Grazing Matters 


Mr. Barnes returned November 5 from a five months' field 
trip. He reports that about 75,000 head of sheep grazed this summer 
On range made accessible at the head of Lake Chelan by building a 
barge with a capacity of 2,700 head of Sheep. The barge was built 
by the stockmen at the suggestion of the Forest Service, and conveys 
the Sheep from the foot of the Lake to its head, some 50 miles, where 
they land right on high summer range that could not otherwise be 
reached. Adjoining Canadian range affords room for additional sheep, 
which the Dominion authoritics are willing to have admitted by the 
Forest Service. 

Appeals have been received from District 3 for assistance 
to stockmen in southern Arizona in securing cars to ship cattle out 
of the drouth stricken localities. Inquiry of the Food Administrc 
tion developed that 3,225 cars have recently been allotted the South- 
west to meet this need. The Food Administration is trying to Sseeure 
Svecial freight rates low enough to permit a larger movement of Stock 
from New Mexico and parts of Arizona. 

Four grazing reports from District 2 show that the consid- 
erable emergency increases of both cattle and sheep resulted in no 
injury to the range and recommend additional increases in the 1918 
authorizations.

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Timber Sale Notes 


District 1 has proposed to issue an administrative use per- 
mit to the Southern Montana Railroad for approximately $5,000 worth 
of timber to be used for ties and trestles in construction,between 
Divide, Mont., and the mouth of Wise River, of a standard gauge rail- 
road instead of the narrow gauge contemplated. A common carrier 
Standard gauge railroad would enhance the value of the Big Hole coun- 
try timber and make a difference of $135,000 on a pending application. 
The secretary refused consent on the ground that the proposed free 
administrative usc permit would be in cffect a subsidy. 

The New Mexico Lumber Company is interested in a body of 
approximately 36,000,000' feet of yellow pine on the Santa Fe National 
Porest, Gallinas River unit, appraised at $2.60 per thousand fect. 
Whether this timber will be offered for sale depends largely upon the 
action which the Indian Office may take with regard to the sale of an 
adjoining 20,000,000 feet of timber known as the Stinking Lake unit. 


State Forestry 


The new State Forester of Vermont, Mr. W. G. G. Hastings, 
formerly supervisor of the Deschutes National Forest, assumed office 
in August. 

On request from the California Civil Service Commission’, 
examination questions have been prepared for the position of Assist- 
ant State Forester. 

Forest Examiner Murphy has been making a cooperative fire 
inspection in the northeastern States and is now in New Jersey. 

Honest Kxeamnincr J. Ac Vatchell, formerly an charge of the 
Beather River Experiment Station, District 5, took up his new duties 
in the Office of State Cooperation about September 1, and has com- 
pleted inspections of cooperative fire protection work in Michigan, 
Wisconsin, and Texas. He is now in North Carolina, and will go from 
there to Kentucky. 

Mr. Peters spent upwards of two months last summer on Weeks 
Law cooperative fire inspection in Montana, Idaho, Washington, and 
Oregon, thus bringing his office in touch with the various State of- 
ficials in that region. He was particularly impressed with the work 
in Oregon. in Washington the State Forester is doing efficient work 
and cooperates closely with the National Forests and private pro- 
tective associations. In northern Idaho, the Potlatch Association 
especially is making fine progress in putting its organization on an 
up-to-date basis. Cooperation was started again in southern Idaho. 


small Inter-Forest Administrative Transfers to be 
Mapped Without New Presidential Proclamations 


District 1 has recommended that certain areas which are in- 
cluded in the Cabinct and Flathead Forests but are administered as 
parts of the Lolo and Blackfeet Forests be permanently transferred by 
Presidential boundary proclamations, in order that in preparing new 
administrative maps of these Forests the actual Situation may appear. 
Since no additions or eliminations are involved, Presidential proclar 
mations are regarded as not advisable at the present time. Instead, 
the mapS will be so prepared as to show the areas in question as uncer 
administration with the Forests actually in charge of them. 


Hood Administration Considering Logging Camp Bills of Fare 


The Food Administration has submitted for criticism pro- 
posed biiis of fare tor logeinge camps. The Pacific Logeinge Congress 
in Seattle about a month ago passed a resolution favoring the Food © 
AGministration and indicating readiness to cooperate in helpful ways. 
The Congress felt that while a Standard menu Suitable for all their 
camps could not be made, a two-weeks menu would be helpful. In reply 
to the Food Administration the Forest Service has pointed out that 
local customs and economic conditions must be reckoned with. MThe fare 
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in western logging camps iS more varied than in eastern camps, and 
corn meal, which figured very heavily, would be cxpensive in parts 
of the West and probably difficult to get in the quantities proposed, 
The logger in Georgia requires a aifforcnt diet from the tic chopper 
in Montana. Very little pork or other fats were indicated. Submit- 
tal of the menus to interested parties in the various sections of 
the country for constructive criticism was suggested. 


New @ransits Prove Defective 

Transits purchased from the 1917 instrument allotment have 
proved so gencrally unsatisfactory and the demand for instruments of 
this character by the War and other Departments is so great that fur- 
ther purchases will not be made this year and probably not before 
the close of the war. Shortage of skilled instrument makers is ap- 
parently a cause of lowered quality of output. 


Further Action on General Increases in Grazing Fees Postponed 


While the studies of the value of the grazing privilege 
made this year have fully borne out the original position of the 
Forest Service that the fees formerly in force should be doubled, 
on account of the present difficulties of the western livestock in- 
dustry and the necessity for stimulating livestock production as a 
war measure the Secretary of Agriculture has decided to defer for 
the present any further increase in grazing fees, except minor 
changes to correlate the fees between certain Forests or groups of 
Forests. 


Department of Agriculture Motion Pictures 


Under a contract with the Universal Film Manufacturing 
Company, the Department of Agriculture will supply motion pictures 
dealing with its activities, every two weeks. ‘The first release 
will be on November 30, with between 300 and 400 fect of "The Work 
OR awtOnes Go Rawson.

400,000 railway ties. The bid price for hewed ties was 11 cents.

All field work for land classification in District 4 has 
been completed except on the Idaho. The work on the Idaho also will 
be nearly if not quite completed this season. 

AS a result of a petition of Stockmen, an examination of 
lands in the neighborhood of the Wyoming has been made. Over 
100,000 acres are believed to be suitable for inclusion in the Forest. 

The annual ranger examination was held at ell BPorest head-

bers of the forec in District 4 were drawn for military Service, Of 
these 28 were permanent members of the organization. Six of them en- 
listed at once. Exemption claims were filed by the Secretary and al- 
lowed by the local drait boards for 9 others. hese were exempted on 
account of physical disabilities, and 9 on account of dependents. 

Two were accepted for military Scrvice in the National Army. Of the 

14 temporary men, 6 were exempted on the grounds of physical disabil- 
ities, 2 om account of dependents, and the other 7 were accenued for 

Service. 

Members of the Ogden office contributed $125 for Christmas 
boxes for District 4 mén on military duty. The boxes, which were 
filled with fruitcake, cards, smoking material, candied fruit, chew- 
ing gum, chocolates, salted almonds, etc., were forwarded in the mail 
on November 10. 

Surveys are being conducted by the Office of Public Roads 
on the Charleston-Jarbidge road on the Humboldt National Forest, 
Nevada; on the Ephraim-Orangeville, Logan-Garden City, and Heber- 
Fruitland roads on the Manti, Cache, and Uinta National Forests, re- 
Spectively, in Utah. The survey of the Warm River-Yellowstone proj- 
ect on the Targhee National Forest, Idaho, has been completed. ‘The 
cooperative agreement for the Noble-Montana Line project on the Sal- 
mon National Porest is awaiting execution by the State Highway Com- 
mission before starting the survey. 

A deposit of 839,201 has been made by the Utah Power and 
Light Company in settlement of the eases which, after several years 
of litigation, were finally adjudicated by the U. 5. Supreme Court 
last March. The sum comprises the amounts which would have been paid 
by the Company had it operated under permit, with interest at 6 per 
cent.

A wire from District 5 dated November 23, received as the 
Bulletin goes to press, States that fire conditions throughout Cali- 
fornia are bad. It is estimated that it will cost #800 to extin- 
guish one fire burning on the Santa Barbara. Mr. Headley is investi- 
eabing 47 imeendiary £ires whieh have just been Started on the Shaste. 
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On November 13 Mr. Dana attended a meeting at Pittsburgh, 
Pa., of the Committee on the Suppression of the Pine Blister Rust in 
North America. About 20 representatives from the Department of Agri- 
culture and various States and Canadian Provinces were present. [It 
was brought out that the blister rust is probably worse in Northern 
than in Southern Europe. It may therefore prove particularly dés 
structive in the Northern United States and Canada. Dr. Spaviding, 
of the Office of Forest Pathology, stated that he believes the biister 
rust is more virulent on healthy, growing trees than on weaker ones. 
Wind is probably the main agent in distributing the disease, but 
birds and insects are also responsible. The disease is so firmly es- 
tablished in New England and New York, and provably in Ontario, as to 
make its eradication impossible. It is more widely distributed in 
the Lake States than it was a year ago, particularly in the St. Croix 
River Valley. So far as known, it has not been introduced in the 
western white or Sugar pine regions. 


Proposed Cooperation with Maine 


Tentative arrangements have been made with Mr. C. D. Woods, 
Director of the Agricultural Experiment Station, Orono, Maine, to as- 
Sign a man, if one is available, to cooperative work in Starting a 
fuel wood campaign in Maine, where a coal shortage is looked for this 
winter and possibly a still more serious one next year. 


Laboratory Instructs Signal Corps Inspectors 


Because of the great difficulty experienced by the Signal 
Corps in securing trained men for insyectors of the wood used in air- 
planes, the Forest Service last spring offered to aid in this respect 
by a Short course of instruction at the Forest Products Laboratory. 
Three groups of men, totaling about 25 have now taken advantage ‘of 
this offer, The course, which covers a period of a week or ten days, 
includes instruction in identification, physical and mechanical prop- 
SEtics Of wood, kiln-dryine, the Jeffects of decay, ete. Tt is pros 
posed to continue this plan as men are appointed, and can be spared 
from their regular duties. The American Bureau of Shipping has de- 
cided to follow the same plan with the surveyors who are to ve em- 
ployed in the inspection of wooden shins. A large number of airplane 
manufacturing companies and vehicle companies have also been invited 
to detail their men to the Laboratory for a course of instruction in 
kiln-drying, and a few have taken advantage of this offer. 


Cooperation in the Study of Glues 


The Forest Service has been requested by the Signal Corps 
to Supervise the inspection and testing of glue for airplane construc- 
tion. This work will be handiled by the Madison Laboratory. Two Sig- 
nal Corps inspecters are already stationed at Madison for this pur- 
pose. While working under the supervision of the Madison Staff, the 
decision of these inspectors will be made as representatives of the 
signal Corps. The Forest Service became interested in glues because 
ot the importance Of oroper methods or gluine in airplane cdnstrueg— 
tion and the lack of satisfactory specifications. The present glue 
Specifications of the Signal Corps are essentially those recommended 
vy the Laboratory. :

Notes from District 2 


Qn September 24 the Secretary of Agriculture recommended to 
the Interior Department that an elimination of approximately 100,000 
acres be made from the Routt National Forest. The larger part con- 
sists of brush and aspen-covered mesas and foothills in the north- 
west portion of the Forest. The remainder comprises the toe of the 
boot formed by the south end of the Forest, and an area along Morri- 
Son Creek. The proper classification of the large area at the north 
end of the Forest has been a mooted question for a number of years. 
In Spite of a short growing season and a very limited range of pos- 
Sible farm crops, homeseekers have applied for the most favorably 
located areas and such tracts have been listed and opened to home- 
Stead entry. The results obtained have, on the whole, been suffi- 
cient to demonstrate that much of the area could be used to some ad- 
vantage for a limited type of agriculture. This would result in the 
ultimate settlement.and private control of so large a proportion of 
the area that the remaining lands would be of little value for Porest 
purvoses and difficult of administration. 
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From the annual grazing reports there is every reason to 
believe that we are going to carry the full numbers of Stock put on 
the Forests last season under beth regular and emergency authoriza- 
tions. In fact, some of the Forests are contemplating Spa AU) wus ilavelre 
emergency increases. ne 

Continuing authorizations for five years have been recom- 
mended to the Forester for all of the Forests of the District. It 
these are approved, each Forest will know definitely Hive meets) aa 
advance of the regular numbers for which applications may be ap- 
proved without getting the Secretary's annual approval.

District Engineer Fowler returned November 11 from a week 
in Washington, D. C., where he was in cenference with representa- | 
tives from the Washington and California offices of the Water Re- | 
sources Branch of the U. S. Geological Survey regarding continuance 
of the streamflow experiments in LoS Angeles County and extending 
the work to the San Bernardino end of the Angeles National Forest. 

It was decided to continue the Los Angeles County work by the present 
methods, but in the San Bernardino district contracts with coopera- 
tors will be made with the U. S. Geological Survey, acting for the 
Government, and the Forest Service will cooperate.

While the study is not exhaustive enough 
to disprove our theory that seed in the duff will furnish natural 
reproduction, it emphasizes the necessity of not placing too much

Plans are under way for eontinuing the rangers' study 
courses this winter. About 25 have enrolled in the surveying and 
2? in the telephony course. An inquiry as to the desirability of 
instituting a mathematics course brought favorable replies from 60 
tangers. Tt is thought, therefore, that this course will be added. 
Mr. Kylie will personally conduct the telephony course and will have 
general Supervision of all the courses, with the possible assistance 
of two men from the Forests to look after the details of the survey- | 
ing and mathematics courses. lf 

Three cases of livestock losses have been reported in i 
which the owners have suspected enemies of the Government. One sheep | 
Nan An Out Pari Vost ana Simedve mistte ly O0O Sheep, for whieh ne | 
had just paid $14 a head. While the Denver office believes that the 
reported losses were due to poisonous plants, the State Veterinarian | 
did not find evidences of poison, but thought the loss might have 
been caused by contagious pneumonia. The other ‘wo were cattle cases. 
At the request of the stockmen, they were reported to the Secret 
pervice of the Treasury Department. The Department replied that it 
waS physically impossible to make individual examinations and urged 
Forest officers to exert unusual vigilance, particularly in the mat- 
ter of looking into the presence of strangers in the vicinity of 
ranches and on the mountain ranges. 


Notes from District 3 


The New Mexico Lumber Company has decided not to purchase 
the timber on the Jicarilla Indian Reservation and have applied for 
56 million feet of pine on the Santa Fe. This timber will be adver- 
tised shortly. 

The Special grazing inspections started this year will be 
continued until Groamat ion regarding the full carrying enapacity of 
all the Porests is available, or until the war emergency has passed.

Notes from District 6 


Four tracts of National Forest Spruce are being sold in 
this district. In the Quinault Lake region on the Olympic National 
Horest 600,000 feet of spruce has been Soll to C. R. Hutton, at $4 
per thousand feet. No other species will be used except as needed 
incidentally in the logging operations. The cortract requires lumber 
to be manufactured in such a manner as to produte the maximum amount 
of aeroplane material. Three other tracts, totaling 6,600,000 board 
feet, are being advertised. On these Sales other species thar spruce 
will not be cut except as needed incideritally in the logging opéra- 
tidns. In order to make it possible to get out the spruce quickly, 
the Forest Service has sacrificed some of the usual requirements in 
the way of utilization in making these spruce sales. Only those 
trees containing aeroplane stock will be cut. 

The tract containing 6,800,000 feet of spruce and 60,000 
feet of hemlock on the Tongass Forest has been awarded to the Worthem 
Lumber. Company at $2.25 for the spruce and 50: cents per M for the 
hemlock. The spruce on this tract is sn especially good quality for 
Alaska. The Sale contract requires the maximum amount of aeroplane 
stock to be cut in manufacturing it. 

Porest Inspector E. E. Carter of the Washington office 
visited District 6 in the middle of November. He was here to coyfer 
with the District Forester on the part the Forest Service can play 
in Stimulating production of Spruce acroplane stock: Mrs Canter 
also discussed plans for future work in view of the changes in per- 
Sonnel due to the war. ; 

| Land classifiers Miller, Nilsson and Talbott, who have 
been on examinations on Crater, Fremont, Olympic, and Siuslaw, have 
returned to the office to compile their reports. Hxaminer Asher 
Ireland has returned from the north regions, where he examined lands 
in the Matanuska regions as to their suitability for National Forests . 
He reports the timber Line at 64 degrees north latitude to be 1,600 
feet above the sea. Strange to Say, he found agricultural possibil- 
ities good on the river bottoms. 

Ben Eddy, who has been making surveys on the Siuslaw and 
Siskiyou Forests for final entries on Forest homesteads, returned to 
the office and enlisted in the 23d (Highway) Engineers. 

The Forest Service will again cooperate with the Weather 
Bureau in keeping a record of snowfall on the National Forests this 
winter. Snow stakes will be read at as frequent intervals as neces- 
Sany by raneers an (conmecta ony wich | thelr ouher ticeid work. |) Prom ithe 
data obtained, the Weather Bureau is able to approximate streamflow 
in the region for the succeeding Summer. 

. The Forest Service is represented at the Portland Land 
Show now in progress, by a forest fire exhibit, which is attrattuneg 
considerable attention. This exhibit shows apparatus and tools used 
by the Service im its Lire protective work and a number of bromides 
showing the effects of wicontrolled forest fires. 

Cooperative agreements of two Federal aid Forest road 
projects in Oregon and two in Washington have been approved by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. ‘The Oregon projects are a section of the 
Plora-Enterprise Road, 13 miles long and entirely within the Wallowa 
Forest, and the Meford-Klamath Falls Project, three miles in the 
Crater National Porest. In Washington, the Cooks-Collins project is 
A.3 miles long, 3.9 miles o£ which are in the Columbia National Por - 
est, and the Republic-Weuconda Rees) 4 ml Wes ibeile | Alas) an ves) eat 
which lie within the Colville National Forest. 
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An allotment of $2,000 of 10 per cent Oregon money has 
been made for the location survey of the Zig Zag Government Camp 
project in the Columbia National Forest, Oregon. It is expected 
that there will later be a cooperative agreement with the State High- 
way Commission of Oregon covering the survey, eonstruction, and main- 
tenance of this project. 

On November 21 the Secretary executed the eooperative 
agreement with the State Highway Commission of Oregon, and the Board 
of County Commissioners of Crook Coumty, Oregon, for the survey, con- 
Struction, and maintenance of the Ochoco Canyon Project in Crcok 
County and partly within the Ochoeo National Forest. ‘The total gost 
of making the location survey and constructing the project is esti- 
mated at $30,000. The agreement provides that the Secretary shall 
pay 25 per cent of the final cost and the local authority the balanee. 

Assistant District Forester Mackenzie and Deputy Supervisor 
L. HE. MacDaniels, who is on special detail to the District Office, 
are in Seattle to attend the meeting of the Chelan-Okanogan Forest 
Users' Association, which occurred November 24. Before returning to 
the District office they will visit British Columbia and have a con- 
ference with officials in regard to the use of grazing land in Can- 
ada north of the Okanogan National Forest. This land is only acces- 
Sible from the Amerioan side. 


Notes from District 7 


Mr. Reed has returned from an extended inspection trip to 
Florida, Georgia, Alabama, and North Carolina. He reports that this 
fall has been exceedingly dry throughout the Southern Appalachian 1e- 
gion. Thus far District 7 has been lucky, however, in not having any 
Serious fires. "The increased efficiency of the fire fighting foree" 
consequently has not been severely tested.

Employment under War-Time Conditions 


Many recommencations for appointments anl other action 
involving the personnel status of employees in the Forest Service 
are not reaching the Secretary until after the date of effective- 
ness has passed. A request has been received from the Department 
that no one be assigned to duty, except in the most urgent cases, 
until after the Secretary has had an opportunity to consider the 
recommendation for his appointment, anc that no one who is not a 
citizen of the United States be selected for employment. It is 
eSpecially desired that only loyal citizens of the United States be 
given employment, either permanent or temporary. 

The cepartmental rules governing the granting of leave 
of abSence without pay are also being given a stricter interpreta- 
tion than hitherto. A recommeniation that a Ranger be given leave 
without pay for the purpose of attending a Ranger school was recent- 
ly returned from the Secretary's office without approval. The fact 
that many Rangers have been temporarily dischargec from the draft on 
the claim that they were necessary for the administration and protec-~ 
tion of the forests and that they could not be replaced makes no 
other decision consistent. The work of the Department must be con- 
Sidered first, and leave of absence should not be recommended for 
any purpose involving primarily the benefit of the individual. It 
follows that if a man wants to enter private business, go to school, 
or undertake any activity that would be for his personal benefit, 
he Should resig™m in order that his place may be filled, or else re- 
main on duty. 

In tightening up its personnel requigements the Depart- 
ment, of course, has no desire unnecessarily to hamper efficient ad- 
ministration, but, as stated by Mr. Potter in a recent letter to the 
District Foresters, "it must be recognized that in the present na- 
tional emergency inconveniences in administration must not stand in 
the way of the public safety."

In line with the policy as stated by Mr. Anderson, the 
secretary has lately disapproved requests from two members of the 
Service for annual leave in which to deliver lectures at a Forest 
school. 


Other War Matters 


The Provost Marshal General has approved a memorandum ecov- 
ering the procedure in the case of members of the Department whom — 
the Secretary may desire to have exempted from craft. This acknowl- 
edges the right of the Secretary to designate members of the Depart- 
ment for "deferred classification"; also that the Secretary may 
claim such “deferred classification" for a member of the Department 
at any time previous to that at which the man in question is actu- 
ally ordered for cuty in the army. In all cases the Secretary's de- 
cision will suffice to establish the classification of men whom he 
considers necessary for carrying on the work of the Department. 

The Madison Laboratory has been able to assist the ve- 
hicle industry in solving the difficult problem of crying heavy 
green wagon stock for Army escort wagons. Representatives of con- 
cerns handling about 63 per cent of the wagon contracts placed up to 
November 1 have visited the Laboratory to get first-hand information 
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regarding the construction ani operation of the Forest Service hu- 
midity-regulated kiln, while representatives of the Laboratory have 
visited plants handling 54 per cent of these contracts to give as- 
sistance in preparing plans and installing kilns. Many new kilns 
have been built and old ones remodeled. As a means of developing 
trained kiln operators, all .wagon manufacturers have been asked to 
Send their men to the Laboratory for a free course of instruction. 

Recruiting for the 20th Engineers is proceeding with great 
rapidity. Many woolsmen who will be included in the draft of Decem- 
ber 15 are anticipating the call by getting into a regiment in which 
vheir experience will count. The third and fourth battalions are now 
fully reeruited, and will probably soon be on their way to France. 
fhe fifth and sixth battalions, it is expectei, will be recruited to 
full strength by December 15. 

A letter just received from an officer of the 10th tells 
of the need for sweaters and other supplementary articles of cloth- 
ing. "Up to date," the letter says, "the weather over here has been 
very mild, with scarcely any freezing, and the men have therefore 
been very comfortable. We are, however, quartered in tents heated by 
‘Sibley' stoves, and probably will be all winter. fherefore, any+ *. ~ 
thing like sweaters, scarfs, or wristlets will be appreciated, even 
in the tents. 

"T have about a hundred men operating on a large estate, 
and So far we are getting excellent results. The personnel of this 
detachment and, #S you probably know, of the whole 10th Regiment, is 
very high. 

"The men have cleaned out a large barn and made a Y.M.C.A. 
Out Of lit, On as phey call ate 'hadses’ Rest Room.’ They have 
hired a piano, and as several of the men play the piano and other 
musical instruments, this will help to make cheerful many of the long 
winter evenings." 

In another letter the same officer tells how, before be- 
ing Split up into detachments anc while quartered in a small French 
town, the men of the 10th received their vay. About $50,000 was dis- 
tributed to them, and with true lumberjack prodigality they started 
to blow it in. It was a great day for the local shopkeepers, who had 
not known before that there was so much money in the world. The 
little stores soon sold practically everything they had in stock, 
While the men were the possessors of a great quantity of miscellane- 
ous articles, some useful and some not. 

To provide funds for the work of the Woman's War Relief 
Association and Red Cross Auxiliary of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, all members Of the Department in Washington and the wives of 
men members have been invited to sign pledge cards promising a cer- 
tain amount each pay day for one year beginning December 1, For 
those who preferred, the option was given of a lump sum contribution. 
It is believed that $500 a month is a conservative estimate of the 
amount that will be obtained. The Executive Committee of the Asso- 
ciation will make allotments from this Department fund tec the com- 
mittees in charge of the Several lines of work. [In this way some of 
the cost of wool for lnitting sweaters will be met. 


Washington Office Notes 


Supervisor Vernon Metcalf of the Lemhi National Porest 
came to Washington on December 3 to act as the Forest Service member 
of the Civil Service board for marking ranger examination papers.

Only three bills affecting National Porests have been in- 
troduced in Congress up to and including December 6. All three of 
these dealt with land in District 6, and two of them appear to be 
very meritorious measures. A bill introduced by Congressman McArthur 
provides for the adticion tol the! Oregon Forest of all the ©. and C. 
lands revested in the United States by special Act of Congress and 
within the exterior boundaries of the Bull Run Forest Reserve. Sena- 
tor Chamberlain has introduced a bill providing that lands which were 
reconveyed to the Government as a basis for Forest lieu selections, 
but for which no selection had been made, or which were canceled 
prior to March 3, 1905, may be reconveyed to the original owner by 
the Commissioner of the General Land Office, or, if the base lands 
are diSposed of for public purposes, such as the inclusion in a Na- 
tional Forest, the original owner may select unappropriated non-min 
mineral surveyed lands of equal area and value. The third bill pro- 
vides for a grant of about 50 acres of land to the Portland railway 
and lighting company. 

The General Land Office has just called the attention of 
the Forest Service to our misuse of the term "land district." It has 
been our custom uniformly to give the lanl ~istrict the name of the 
towm in which the local land office is located. This is not always 
correct. Some land cistricts created by Congress have been given 
Special names different from that of the town in which their office 
has been located.

Notes from District 2

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Notes from District 4 

It has been decided that a meeting of the Supervisors in 
the District who have been appointed within the last year will be 
held at Ogden some time between December 5 and 2O. This meeting is 
being arranged primarily for the purpose of taking up Forest matters 
with men who have not aS yet become thoroughly familiar with them. 

An informal program will be arranged, and, while no set papers or 
talks will be had, a variety of topics will be discussed. 

4 number of Rangers from this District have either entered 
military service, resigned from the Service, or been furloughed for 
various reasons. Consequently we have a considerable number of stat- 
utory positions vacant for short periods during the winter months. 

In order to make use of these positions, road crews are being organ- 
ized on some of the Forests, and men in these crews will fill the 
Statutory positions during the short periods they would otherwise be 
vacant. 

A rather extensive lecture campaign on range management is 
being conaucted by the Porest Service in cooperation with the States 
Relations Service. These illustrated lectures are devoted mainly to 
cooperative management of cattle on National Forest ranges. Approx- 
imately eighty communities within the intermountain region will be 
visited before spring. Wherever possible our representative will ue- 
liver one or two lectures at the regular Parmers' Institutes or 
"hound-ups" arranged by the Extension officers. The greater number 
of these lectures, however, will be delivered at stockmen's meetings 
called especially for the purpose of discussing Forest range matters.

A board of directors was elected, 
nek haS appointed a manager who wiil devote his time to the inter- 
ests of She ASsociation. This association will absorb the local 
stock assoeiations that have been organized in the past by the For- 
est Service among permittees running stock on the National Forests. 
Its chief object will be to promote all the interests of the stock 
owners in California, particularly as regards legislation and prob- 
lems of breeding, range, markets and transportation. 


Notes from District 6 


The Washington State Land xchange has progressed so far 
that permit has been given for the Forest Service to sell tfimnber on 
school lands which are being tendered for exchange, provided a Sepa- 
vate account of the funds collected from this timber be kept. This 
is a great convenience in timber sale administration, Lor land 
claimed by the State has, in the past, frequently interfered in mak- 
ing sales of Forest Service timber. 

Forest Examiner Bruce Hoffman has returned from making an 
extensive examination in the North Fork Stillagaumish region on a 
~pulp Sale proposition. The area examined is being considered as 2 
possible addition to a proposed large sale of pulp wood on the Sno- 
qualmie. | ; 

Deputy Supervisor HE. J. Fenby, who recently sustained se- 
rious injuries to his eyes while engaged in fire fighting on the 
Rainier, has gone to Baltimore, Maryland, to have his eyes treated. 

Canta EB. (Oaklear Hor the Ui S. signal Corps Ss who ies 
been on the Coast for several weeks on business connected with the 
logzing and milling of spruce for aeroplane stock, has returned to 
Washington, D. C. Because of the great interest in spruce aroused 
by the need of this wood for aeroplane construction, the Office of 
nilvieulture is receiving frequent calis for information regarding 
Spruce on the National Forests of the District. 

During the past field season eight lookout houses, con- 
strueted according to the standard plans, have been erected at suit- 
able points on the National Forests of the District. These houses 
are 12% le £eet, with a 6 x 6 foot cupola, ali enclosed by eilass., 

A number of minor defects have Show up, but on the whole the stand- 
ard house has proved very satisfactory. 

Two large bridges constructed by the Porest Service have 
developed serious defects during the past field season, requiring 
extensive repairs. These defects might have proven much more exyen- 
Sive if they had not been discovered in time. These two cases point 
very clearly to the need of careful annual inspection of all the 
larger bridges, so that necessary repairs may be made before serious 
damage occurs, 

In response to a letter from Mrs. Graves, in reference to 
knitting for members of the Forest regiments, Mrs. Whiting and Mrs. 
C. J. Buck have been appointed a committee to take up this work among 
the women of the District. A small quantity of yarn has been re- 
ceived and knitting work has already begun. More yarn has been ord- 
ered, which wilt be paid for with the surplus money from the ambulance 
fund. Considerably more will be needed and will be supplied by Dis- 
trict office men. The women are taking an active interest in this

The project is 17 miles in length and en- 
tirely within the Oregon National Forest. The total estimated cost 
of location survey and construction is $72,373 and it is provided 
that the Department shall pay $54,437 and the local authorities the 
balance. 

J. ©. Jardine, Inspector of Grazing, of the Washington of- 
fice, iS in the District for a conference on grazing studies and 
other local grazing problems. 

The tracing of. the new half-inch scale base map of the 
Columbia has been completed and sent to the Forester's office for 
printing. This map includes much data secured by Forest Examiner 
Wernstedt by topo-photographic work. ‘The new half-inch scale base 
map of the Snoqualmie iS now being printed by the Forester. ‘The 
Rainier, Colville and Whitman maps are practically completed. ‘The 
work of compilation of the new half-inch scale map of the Santiam is 
complete d. The U. S. Geological Survey , under anthority of the War 
Department , is mapping practically all of the unmapped country on the 
Siuslaw and Siskiyou National Forests. They are also mapping eight 
15-minute quadrangles in Washington, five on the north side of the 
Olympic peninsula and three just north of Bellingham.

The Forest Regiments and the Sweater Problem 


The one thing which we know the men of the Forest Regi- 
ments need badly and at once is sweaters. Other knitted articles 
are needed too, but sweaters are needed most. 

Organization for comforts work on behalf of these regi- 
ments began more than three months ago. Over $1,300 has been put 
into wool purchases - almost half as much as was paid to equip the 
two regiments with the Forest Service ambulances and kitchen trail- 
ers. -Not only the women and the wives of men in the Service, but 
many outSide friends have been at work. Meanwhile early fall has 
changed to Severe winter cold. 

What is the outcome? There were Shipped to the 10th a 
month ago 95 sweaters, 18 pairs of wristlets, 9 pairs of socks, and 
8 helmets, besides 90 knitted articles (of which about 35 were 
Sweaters) secured through the personal efforts of Mrs. Kiefer, the 
mother of Captain Francis Kiefer. To the 20th we have supplied 201 
Sweaters, iio) pairs) OL wristlets 40 mutters | te helmets) (and 27 
comfort bags. Further, wool enough to make about 700 sweaters is in 
the hands of knitters in WaShington or in the District offices. 

On the other hand, requests received from 4 out of the 6 
companies of the 10th include 515 sweaters, or four times the en- 
tire number sent; the Red Cross has had to supply 94 ver cent of the 
3,600 Sweaters taken by battalions of the 20th that were about to 
leave; and it has been impossible to do anything for the new men of 
the 20th as they come in, cold though they have been in camp and 
often insufficiently clothed on arrival. Also, Sweaters that are 
not started soon will not get to the hen before the winter is almost 
over; and there will be nearly 5,000 more men of the 20th needing 
Sweaters. The Red Cross is hard pushed to meet equally urgent de- 
mands on behalf of other troops. 

Why has not more been done? 

The answer to that question is found in the difficulties 
which have come up in obtaining money, wool supplies, and transporta- 
tion. There have always been more knitters in Sight than could be 
asked to work. 

Money uncertainties have on the whole been the chief ob- 
Stacle to pushing the work more enemeetvcailly. it 1S hoped’ that 
this obstacle is about to be removed through assumption of responsi- 
bility by the Lumber and Forest Regiments Relief Committee. But 
even with money on hand, there are wool troubles. wool can not be 
bought from wholesalers or mills without difficulties and Welays }) ag 
at all. For the last two months our Only Sources of supply have ° 
been the Navy League and the Red Cross. 

Red Cross wool is now much cheaper than Navy League wool 
but is Sold subject to the requirement that all garments made from 
it must go to the soldiers through the Red Cross. 

For Shipping garments abroad there are only two transporta- 
tion agencies available - the Red Cross and the bancels post.) Tne 
Red Cross does not Ship garments from this side to individual men or 
ee ae army units. It fills up its Paris depot and distributes 

om there. Obviously this is good business. Army, offi e@ers ‘can | 
requisition sweaters from Paris and be supplied without deday aie 
the Sweaters are there. To send word to this side that sweaters are 
Meee od méanS a long wait. Before the sweaters get to the men for 
oat are asked, they may have been supplied from Some other 


For example, before we can Reb, to the 10’ the 515 sweaters 
requested, some men may have had sweaters sent them by their families, 


or the Red Cross may have been able to furnish the garments from 
Paris. In that case our sweaters reach men already taken care OF. 
while other men in the 10th or in other army regiments may be 
sweaterless. 

If looking after the needs of the Forest Regiments 
abroad involves putting our personal interest in individuals or 1n 
the Forest Regiments above our patriotic willingness to do our best 
for the National cause, our duty is clear. Our efforts must be 
directed to what will do the most good. There is plenty to do, and 
more than we can do, in any case. Therefore all who are willing tO 
knit should ask for wool, and start their needles flying. ~The 
Women's Committee in Washington will try to see that the District 
offices receive all the wool they can use. If we can get sweaters 
and socks to our men overseas who need them, we will do so. If we K 
ean not, we will do our best for those on this side, and beyond that 
will direct our efforts to swelling the Paris supnly of the Red 
Cross, from which all members of the American Expeditionary Forces 
can be equipped with the least delay, the least waste, and the most 
equitable allotment. 

In short, there is an emergency need for all the sweaters 
that we can get made. The responsibility both for obtaining wool 
and for placing the sweaters rests with the Washington Office. The 
responsibility for organizing all the volunteer work that can be se- 
cured im each District rests with the District offices. But vhe 
final responsibility rests with those who can give their services 
as knitters. The work must be hastened or it will be too late. 

All along the line, the watchword should be "Get busy >"

Wood Fuel Campaign 


The movement inaugurated by the Forest Service for using 
wood in place of coal this winter is spreading fast and bringing 
results. Practically the entire office force of Forest Investiga- 
tions has been mobilized for the work of cooperating with the Fuel 
Administration, State forest Departments, and local committees in 
working out plans to increase the use of wood. The New England 
Wood Fuel Conference, held in Boston under the auspices of Mr. J. Jd. 
Storrow, Fuel Administrator for New England, has resulted in a 
"Cut-A-Cord" campaign, carried on by means of posters and newSpaper 
publicity, in all of the six States. The Boston and Maine and New 
York, New Haven, and Hartford railroads have decided to stop burn- 
ing their old ties along the right-of-way, and to dispose of them 
for fuel instead. The engineering department of the latter company 
iS ab work Onvadeva ce vol meak On siplin ties by pmessune iMorder 
to Save Sawing. The New Haven road has been burning 1,750,000 ties 
a year, estimated as equivalent to 30,000 tons of coal.

interior, has dravm up a tentative bill providing for the use of all 
water powers in any way under the control of the Federal Government . 
This draft has been submitted to the three Secretaries concerned. 

If approved by them and by the President, it will then become the 
Administratoon's water power measure. 


Acquisition of Lands 

At a meeting of the National Forest Reservation Commis- 
Sion, held December 12, some 65,900 acres of land were approved for 
purchase, mainly in Virginia, New Hampshire, and North Carolina. 

The Commission decided not to make any further purchases 
of land in Georgia as long as there remains in force a law now on 
the State's statute books which prevents condemation of lands by 
the Federal Government without the consent of the owner. ‘This law, 
it is believed, does not reflect a public sentiment in Georgia against 
the condemation of land for National Forest purposes, but merely the 
activities of a few large timberland owners who fear that, through 
condemnation proceedings, they may not receive as high a price for 
their lands as they think they should. 

Mr. W. L. Brady, of the Forest Service, was elected Sec- 
retary of the Commission, in place of Mr. R. A. Hayes, Private Secre- 
tary to the Secretary of War, who has acted in that capacity since 
the Commission's establishment. 


Washington Office Notes 


Mr. Don Carlos Ellis has been detailed by the Secretary 
to act as Special Assistant in the office of Assistant Secretary 
Ousley for the purpose of developing the motion-picture and corre- 
lated activities of the Department. The detail is temporary, and 
Mr. Ellis will continue to carry on such of his Service work as it 
is impracticable to provide for otherwise. 

Mr. J. A. Mitehell has returned from a three-months' 
Weeks Law inspection trip through the Lake States and the Southeast. 

Professor R. C. Bryant, of the Yale Forest School, iS is 
Washington for the purpose of reviewing the report on the southern 
pine industry. Professor Bryant says that Washington in war time is 
no place for a man who likes to sleep Somewhere else than on a park 
bench. Eventually he may not have anything as restful as a bench, 
for he has been recommended for a commission as major in the 20th 
Engineers. 3 

Mr. H. S. Sackett, formerly in charge of the Chicago Of- 
fice of Preducts, was a visitor on December 12. Mr. Sackett came to 
Washington as a representative of the Chicago, Milwaukee, and St. 
Paul Railway to try to get some lumber released to the railroad for 
the repair of freight cars. 

Mr. F. J. Hallauer, of the Forest Products Laboratory, is 
in Washington for a few days en route to Madison after attending a 
meeting in New York of fruit and vegetable packers. His presence at 
the meeting was in connection with the Laboratory's tests of wooden 
containers.

Inspection of Airplane Glues 

Inspectors W. L. Jones and 0. W. Torgeson of the United 
States Signal Corps have been asSigned to the Laboratory for the pur- 
pose of testing all glues to be used in the construction of American 
airplanes. Samples of every glue intended for such use must be 
tested and certified by them before the glue leaves the factory. No 
blanket certificate is ussued for any certain brand of glue; in fact, 
a sample is required from every barrel, and the glue is released only 
im 50), GCOS pound Tots. Clue which Bas been certified for use injere- 
plane manufacture can not be sold or used for any other purpose. 
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The specification under whieh the glue will be tested is 
essentially as recommended by the Laboratory. When diseussed at a 
recent conference in Chieago, the specificatiam met with the entire 
approval of the glue manufacturers. 


section of Lumbering 


A departnent recently established at the Forest Products 
Laboratory is the Section of Lumbering. Its aetivities are directed 
by Mr. Henry J. Hegel, who returned to the Service from the General 
Electric Company, Scheneetady, N. Y. By collecting important data 
relating to the lumber manufacturing industry, the department ex- 
pects to offer practical assistance to the manufacturers in solving 
various commercial problems. At present two studies have been com- 
pleted; one of the availability of hardwoods used in airplanes, and 
the other of the status of the veneer industry. 


forest Service Dry Kilns at Work 


Fifty-two dry kilns of the type perfected at the Forest 
Products Laboratory are at work for national defense, in airplane 
factories, in shovs manufacturing army escort wagons, and in the 
navy yards. 


Notes from District 1 


A careful study of the different factors contributing to 
a fire season shows that the season of 1917 was one of the worst on 
record from the standpoint of the fire hazard. <A brief summary of 
these faetors shows the following pertinent points: 

In Montana as a whole the summer of 1917 was the driest 
on record. For Idaho the records show that 1910 was slightly drier 
than 1917. In both States there was an unusual amount of hot, clear 
weather, especially in July and Augyst. A tatal of 1,422 fires was 
reported in the District. Of these 46.5 ver cent were Class A, 28 
per cent Class B and 25.5 per cent Class C. This is the smallest 
percentage of Class A fires on record, the largest of Class B excé,. 
in 1914, and the largest of Class C exeept in 1910 and 1912. ‘The 
percentage of fires caused by lightning was unusually low, and that 
of fires caused by railroads lower than usual. Campers, brush- 
burning, and incendiary fires each had the largest number of record. 
164,324 acres of National Forest land and 71,918 acres of other 
lands were burned over. This is less than one-tenth of the area 
burned in 1910. The estimated damage of $360,000 is less than 1/65 
of the estimated damage in 1910. The 605,000 spent in fighting fires 
means an expenditure of 2.69¢ per acre of net National Forest land, 
which is 1.78¢ per acre more than normal; and of $9 per $1,000 of 
estimated value, which is $6.01 more than normal. 


Notes from District 8 


Colorado this year experienced one of the greatest tour- 
ist seasons in its history. Over 300,000 people visited the Denver 
mountain parks during the months of June, July and Atgust, and over 
100,000 people visited Estes Park. The National Forests also shared 
in this increased travel. Late reports from Supervisors, based on a 
tally of visitors and data secured from railroads, resorts, etc., 
indicate over 845,000 recreation visitors between May 1 and October 
S51, and 142,500 automobiles are reported to have toured the Forests. 
The time spent by campers, sportsmen and motorists averaged two days 
each. ij 
The Colorado Mountain Club, in cooperation with the Forest 
service, is issuing a booklet descriptive of scenic attractions and 
mountain trips in the region covered by the Longs Peak Quadrangle 
Sheet of the U. S. Geological Survey. This publication is extensi ve-~ 
ly illustrated and will contain the best data available on the out- 
door life feature of the Rocky Mountain National Park and the Colo- 
rado and Arapaho National Forests. 
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Estinates and recommendations for range improvements 
for the next fiscal year, amounting to $23,434, have been received. 
The Forester has been asked for $14,608, which is about 86,000 more 
than was received last year. Fully 15,000 cattle and 30,000 Sheep 
are dependent upon the construction of the projects recommended, 
not to mention the great saving in losses which will result from the 
amounts snent for larkspur eradication. 

In the interests of the grazing business in the Green 
River country it is proposed to transfer the Bridger Porest, in Dis- 
trict 2 to District 4, and to readjust the boundaries among the 
ee Teton and Bridger forests to comprise a natural grazing 
jolie res 

While blasting post holes for the construction of a cor- 
ral at the Redskin Ranger Station on the Pike Forest, Ranger Parrett 
and Orvel Meskimen, a temporary laborer, were severely injured about 
their faces on November 28th by the explosion of a charge of dyna- 
Iite. The men had been experiencing considerable difficulty in ig- 
niting fuses and in this particular instance the fuse having been 
lighted failed to display the natural signs of life by "spitting." 
Both were standing over the fuse, and Meskimen, an experienced pow- 
der man, was vreparing to leave when the explosion occurred. First- 
aid treatment was rendered by Ranger Parrett's wife and the men were 
brought to Denver and taken to Mercy HoSpital. It is believed that 
Rengen Barzett will.rvesnyer the sight of both eyes, while Meskimen 
may lose the sight of one of his eyes. 


Notes from District 3 


All Arizona suvervisors have been appointed deputy health 
inspectors by the State Board of Health. The New Mexico Board has 
not yet acted on a Similar plan agreed to by them. 

State Game Warden Ronald recently stated that the devuty 
game wardens recommended by the Forest officers had on the average 
turned out to be better qualified and more active than deputies ob- 
tained from any other source. 


Notes from District 4 


The employees of the Ogden District Office, the Supply 
Depot, and the Office of the Property Auditor have formed what will 
be known as the Forest Service War Gift Association of District 4. 

Hach member of this association is voluntarily pledged 
to contribute one per cent of every Salary check received during the 
balance of the war to a common fund, to be used in meeting the con- 
Stantly arising solicitations for war gifts of all kinds. MThe af- 
fairs of the association are to be administered by a directing com- 
mittee of five. This committee is charged with the work of colleet- 
jue erecordime and disbursing adi £unds of the association. “Solic— 
ifing among the individual members is intended to be eliminated. 

All requests for contributions to a war Sift fund will be referred 
to the chairman of the directing committee. The eommittee as a 
whole will pass npon the merits of the project and determine what 
anount, if any, will be donated by the association. 

The pledged membership of the association is sufficient 
to gurantee a monthly income of about $75 or $80. It is thought 
that this amount will enable the association-to meet every reason- 
able request for contributions of this nature, and the fact that it 
is given in a lump sum through an association will insure a credit- 
able showing for the local Forest Service organization. . 

The first donation of the association was a gift of ©50 
to the War Camp Community Recreation Fund, just raised. The second 
was one of approximately $35 to ray for the yarn recently cent cut 
from the Hast for the use of the Service ladies in knitting siothing 
for men in the forestry units. Every member of the assoeiation is 
an enthusiastic booster for the plan, and it Seems assured of a Suc- 
cessful and useful career.

Resignations and difficulty in securing clerical help 
are fiving a great deal of trouble.

When these figures have been 
made available a series of meetings will be held on each Forest for 
the Supervisors and rangers, which will be attended by the Acting 
District Forester and others whom he may designate. A study of the 
local Situation as disclosed by figures will be made, and plans for 
next season's fire prevention and Suppression work will be discussed.

the Automobile versus the Saddle Horse 


More and more Forest officers are using the automobile as a 
means of getting about on their official duties. The value of the 
machine as a time-Saver when iong distances nave to be traveled is 
unquestioned, and its use in many instances nas been a great aid to 
efficient administration. But the flivver may be overworked. 

First of all, the maximum number of miles traveled in the 
minimum length of time does not necessarily mean the most work ac- 
complished with the greatest efficiency. In none of the Forests are 
there roads enough to enable forest officers to go by motor to all 


‘points that ought to be covered. Because a machine will make twenty 
oS 


miles an hour on a road and a saddle horse will make only three 
miies an hour on a trail is no reason in itself for sticking to the 
road. There may be something along the trail that ought to be 
looked after and nothing along the road. It is far better to spend 
thre» days on horseback covering fifty miles through a country 
where the range requires close inspection or where intensive fire 
patrol is necessary than to spend half a day in a machine covering 
one hundred miles outside the Forest, even though both routes lead 
to the same ultimate destination. 

Not even a Saddle horse can go to every one of the remote 
points, and the officer who rides must sometimes get off and hoof it. 
How much more the man who drives a car! Granted that a Ford can go 
aimcss any place where there is room for the four wheels, the fact 
remains that in the National Forests are areas which do not offer 
rcom even for a Ford, and which are miles away from any road. A 
Forest officer who does his traveling in a machine must be prepared 
to supplement his driving with a whole lot of foot work. And in 
this connection he should consider carefully whether the time saved 
in traveling twenty miles over a road is going to be any good to him 
ee he can not go beyond the end of the road uniess he gets out and 
walks. , 

One trouble about getting the "flivver habit" firmly fixed 

is that pretty soon we may come to regard walking for a few miles 
or straddling a horse for a few days as a great hardship. That is 
a point we don't want to reach, whether we happen to be a ranger, 

a supervisor, or an inspecting officer from the District office or 
from Washington. The automobile has its place in National Forest 
work, and it should be used to the greatest extent consistent with 
good administration. What we need to do is to keep it in its place; 
to be sure that its use is not dictated mainly by oonsiderations of 


personal comfort or convenience.

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Shields Bill Passed by Senate 


The Shisles water power bill was passed by the Senate on De- 
cemoer 13, This bill provides fer leasing power sites on navigable 
Sstresas for periods of 50 years, reserving to the Government the 
riga te wirchase the power properties at the expiration of the 
leases at che valuation they then have. The bill has not yet been 
repou'ted out by the House committee having it in charge. 


Wasnington Office Notes 


Mr. Jardine returned to Washington on December 19 from an in- 
Specticn of the Jornada and Santa Rita Range Reserves and confer- 
ences with the grazing men at all the District offices. He reports 
fine results from last summer's efforts to inogease meat production 
on the Forests and a good outlook for similar efforts next year. 

Mr. Dana gave a talk at the Pennsylvania Forest Academy at 
Mount Alto early in the week on some of the war work of the Service. 
On the way home he stopped at Harrisburg for a conference with the 
State Forester regarding the wood fuel Situation. One of the State - 
forests in Pennsylvania is supplying large quantities of cordwood to 
consumers at very reasonable prices.

News of the forest Products Laboratory 


The "Tie Guide" is being rivaled in popularity by Bulletin 556, 
"The Mechanical Properties of Woods Grown in the United States." 
Although published only in September, tne edition is already ex- 
hausted. Requests for the book have been received from technical 
men in all parts of this country and from army engineers and scien- 
tists in many of the countries of our Allies. ‘The authors of this 
builetin, are Wr. J. A,-Newlin and Mr. 7. R. ©. Wilson of the Sectior 
of fimber Tests. 

Because of the constantly increasing consumption of acetate 
of lime, used in the manufacture of high explosives, the laboratoiy 
has brought to attention a source of this chemical heretofore disre- 
garded: namely, the pyroligneous acid from pine wood distillation 
plants. At a conference with the Signal Equipment Officers end 2 
laboratory representative, many of the distillers of the Southern 
pine region expressed their willingness to install immediately the 
necessary apparatus for recovering the acetate. The laboratory will 
act in an advisory capacity in the work. 
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At the request of the American Bureau of Shipping, the 
laboratory has prepared a chapter on timber to incorporate in the 
Revised Rules, governing the construction of all wooden Ships for 
the Emergency Pleet Corporation. One of the important items in- 
cluded in this chapter is a new grading rule for ship.timbers. 

fhe detonating fuses for shells are not required to voy- 
age overseas in common tin or fiber boxes, along with the rest of 
army Supplies. ‘hey travel in special upholstered compartments, or 
trays, the rigid construction of which has been the object of much 
experimentation. The only fuse tray at present allowed by the Ord- 
nance Department is one made up of five-ply wood veneer. Another 
type of tray has been developed by the laboratory, of solid lumber, 
having hardwood splines inserted in the ends to guard against split- 
_ting. As this tray, in shock-resisting ability, has proved equal 
or Superior to the veneer tray, and as it can be manufactured with- 
out Special equipment, the laboratory has recommended that it be ad- 
mitted as an alternate type of construction. 


Distriet 1 


Mr. Lenthal Wyman, who has. just returned from an inspec- 
tion of the Cabinet, Pend Oreille, Kootenai, Kaniksu, and Flathead, 
reports no insect infestations on these Forests sufficiently seri- 
ous to warrant control work, except in the Swan River region of the 
Flathead, where the low value of the timber involved and its inac- 
cessibility make such measures inadvisable. Mr. Malven, who was 
formerly in charge of this work, has tured over to Mr. Wyman a col- 
lection of insects which he made, and this collection will now be 
kept in the District office. 

The Nezperce will build three-quarters of a mile of road, 
costing $150, within a short distance of Grangerville, which will 
make cordwood available to the ranchers in that vicinity, where the 
Supply is very inadequate. 

Mr. U. S. Swartz has gone to the Coeur d'Alene, where he 
will be engaged for about two weeks on timber appraisal work. 

Mr. J..W. Girard has returned from the Kootenai, where he 
made an examination of the timber on the South For< of Calahan 
“Creek. Prospects for a sale of the timber seem very good. If a 
Sale is made it will be necessary to transport the logs over the 
Snowstorm Mines Consolidated Company's narrow gauge railroad. This 
matter was taken up with the company and the president expressed a 
willingness to give it favorable consideration, and seemed entirely 
willing to do anything he could in the way of transportation. 


DES 61 e-bie 


The census of visitors on the National Forests of District 
£ during the summer of 1917, including residence permittees, camp- 
ers, hunters and fishermen, motorists, excursionists, pedestrians 
and other travelers, shows an increase of 47 per cent aver the 1916 
estimate. The total number of visitors was 984,365, divided by 
States as follows: Colorado, 853,307: Wyoming, 48,061; South Dakota, 
62,707; Michigan, 11,755; Minnesota, 7,067; Nebraska, 1,468. 

Three fire trespass cases against the Colorado, Wyoming 
& Hastern Railroad, involving damages approximating $17,500, on the 
Colorado and Medicine Bow Forests, were reported to the Forester 
during the past week. ‘ 

The annual game reports from the Bighorn, Rio Grande, and 
Sopris indicate a healthy increase in the number of elk and deer 
over last year's figures. Mountain sheep, while holding their own 
on the Rio Grande, Show a material increase on the Bighorn and on 
Sopris. Beaver were also reported increasing on the Bighorn and sio 
Grande. Bears show a slight increase on the Bighorn and Sopris. 

Representatives of the Roaring Forks, South Side, Grand 
Valley, and Eagle River Live Stock issociations met with the County 
agent and forest officers at Glenwood Springs, Colorado, on December 
15, for the purpose of appointing a committee for the purchase of 
bulls for the use of the members of the four associations. This ac- 
tion was taken with a view to standardization of stock and to buying 
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in lots. At the meeting questions of game propagation and protee- 

vion in the interest of the livestock business were also discuesed.

cussing, kicking, swearing, about dust, wind and flatness, Kansas. 

"Outside, men drilling, drilling along dusty roads, 
irene in Eronuvot, Darraeks drilling on hili tops, drallane in 
valleys, drilling from early morsaing to late afternoon."

Vine order bat che District crrivce might. keep in ¢ loser 
touch with grazing conditions cn tze various Forests, a number of 
the Studies men were assigned to grazing inspection work during the 
past Season. Three men Spent theixv siutire time, from august 1 to 
about October 20, on this work covering thvee Morests each. Others 
were employed on Special cases and gare as much ettention to range 
inspection as the stress of other work woulé permit. 

The inspection was in the neture of an extensive recon- 
naissSancs confined principally to the cattle ranges. Particular at- 
tention was given to the question of eeeais capacity, adaptability 
of the range to the classes of stock, methods of management, salting, 
distribution of stoek, quality and number of Dats possible improve - 
ments to increase carrying capacity, poisonous plants, and various 
other matters. 

The employment of the Studies men for range inspection 
work has made it possible tO Save particular attention to range con- 
ditiors on twelve of the Forests of the District, while in the past 
where inspection work has been confined to the erazing administra- 
tive officers it has been possible to cover in connecyion with other 
work an average of six Forests each season. In some instances where 
conditions required special attention.the work was infsugh detail as 
made it almost equivalent to intensive reconnaissance } i 

The reports from these inspections which nave been pre- 
pared indicate that splendid results can be expected from this system. 
It is expected that it will be possible to cover the dalance of the 
Forests in this District the coming season. Stress igi 4aid upon the 
inspection work at this time with a view of insuring mplete utiliza- 
tion of forage resources to aid in production of meat, wool, and 
hides, and at the same time avoid permanent injury to “the range. 

To gid in the conservation of livestock products, the 
Utah State Livestock Board issued an order this fall requiring that 
all cattle from three months to two years of age be vaecinated for 
blackleg between September 15 and November 15, 1917. according to 
reports of fieid officers of the Service, the order has probably not 
been wniformly followed, but it is believed that the order will re- 
Sult in considerable benefit. It is probable that a similar order 
may be issued next spring. If this is done, a more rigid enforce- 
ment of the order will doubtless be secured "through cooperation with 
the “orest Service.

the 10th Engineers (Forest) in France 


(From New York Lumber Trad= Journal Journal, December 15, 
TOs payee 

Under date of November 10 from "Somewhere in Prance" 
frank S. MeNally, of the-local selling staff of the A. Sherman Lum- 
ber Company, in a letter to George i’. Gray, manager of the office, 
chronicles some of the doings of the 10th Engineers. ‘The regiment 
arrived in Seotland early in October after an uneventful trip of 
approximately three weeks on the Atlantic. Arriving there they 
moved immediately across country to an fnglisn Channel port, where 
they remained at rest eamp for Several days before making the chan- 
nel trip. Prom the French port a rail journey. of two nights and a 
day brought the regiment to its station, where after a couple oF 
weeks fhe regiment spread over the country. Mr. Mcially's detach- 
ment, the first, under Lt. E. L. Lindsey, immediately set to work 
laying out a side track for the mill, and at the time the letter was 
written woods operating had been going on for some time, while get- 
ting out poles was the principal item of interest pending the ar- 
rival Of the mill. ‘The boys are quartered under canvas witha few 
Old buildings for headquarters. ina barn nearby a clubhouse has 
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been Set up where the boys mannage to knock out a pretty good time. 
Mr. MeNally likens the operations in France to those in the Adiron- 
dacks. They are cutting practically all softwoods, Scotch pine and 
Norway spruce mostiy, the latter, he says, being similar to our 
Shorvleaf. 

The boys are all in good health, well fed and on the job 
from sunrise to sunset. Mr. MeNally pays his respects to the offi- 
cers and men in the regiment who, he says, are fine soldiers, tirst- 
class lumbermen and naturally good fellows.
